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The smell of unrest 


An Edmonton student reflects on four 
days of inhaling tear-gas fumes in Quebec

L.. listening as the forklifts decon- 
struct the fence that for the last 
three days kept all but 34 of the citi- 
zens of the western hemisphere 
from negotiating the trade agree- 
ments that will affect each and 
every one of us. The constant drone 
of police helicopters has subsided, 
and so has the hollow thudding of 
exploding gas canisters, the crack of 
concussion bombs, the erupt ms of 
outrage from the people. 

The streets are quieter, but 1 
don’t know how long the residue 
from the gasses will remain in the 
bodies of the citizens, their homes, 
and the water they drink. I’ve 
become used to the taste of gas in 
the room I’ve been sleeping in, just 
one block from the fence, but I 
know that it’s still there. | wonder 
about the risk of birth defects and 
miscarriage that the women of this 
city now face, and how much plant 
and animal life in the surrounding 
watershed will die from the toxins 
and for how many years. My 
throat and head are sore, and I 
wonder what the poison my body 
absorbed is doing to me. 

I came to Quebec to voice my 
discontent with the undemocratic 
and undesirable nature of the trade 
agreements that were taking place

country to cough and cry for three 
days. All of the roughly 68,000 citi- 
zens who came to Quebec City to 





cry out against the advancement of 
the Free Trade Area of the 
Americas made sacrifices to get 
here. Once here they sacrificed 
their health and the 463 arrested 
sacrificed their freedom. 

Serving as the hand of govern- 
ment, police shot their fellow 
Canadians with water cannons, 
concussion bombs, rubber bullets, 
and poisoned them with tear gas, 
pepper spray, and another, harsh- 
er, unidentified gas. I was a part of 
peaceful blockades that were 
repeatedly ripped apart by violent 
gassing and bombing that obvious- 
ly served not to protect the heads 
of state, but to escalate the violence 
that would serve to justify the hor- 
rific and expensive transformation 
of this city into a police state. Police 
gas-bombed demonstrators where 
they ate and rested on the night of 
the 21st in what could only have 
been an ordered tactical act of agi- 
tation. | imagine the emotional 
scarring that the 6,000 police 
incurred must almost equal that of 
the demonstrators. 

Those of us here came to oppose 
the potential for environmental 
degradation, resource depletion, 
and inhumane business practices 
that would go unchecked by the 
citizens and governments of the 
western hemisphere under the 
FTAA. We represent the educated, 
motivated, and concerned people 
of all of the nations of our hemi- 
sphere. 

The informed disapproval from 
the social and scientific communi- 
ties is real, and slanderous tactics 
such as the organized escalation of 
violence, were aided by biased 
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POLICE in Quebec were provoking voilence in order to justify the 
extreme security measures, says our columnist.

These trade negotiations were 
not agreed to by the people of the 
affected nations, and their process 
and protection ensured the least 
amount of public information and 
involvement possible.

The Alberta Film Development Fund 
has an annual budget of $5 million 
Producers can receive cash for 10 per 
cent of their production costs to a 
maximum of $500,000. That's a frac 
tion of the potential value of tax 
write-offs offered by other provinces 

Tucker's initial reaction upon see- 
ing the differences was to lobby the 
Tory government to match programs 
offered by other provinces. Since 
then, however, she’s decided that 
tack is futile.

IN BRIEF 





“We believe this meeting is ill- 
timed and ill-planned,” stated foun- 
dation president Judy Berghofer in a 
letter to Calan. 

The cemetery in question was part 
of the original Hudson Bay and 
Northwest Company fur trading 
post and is the first known Christian 
grave site in Edmonton, with about 
50 bodies interred there from all eth- 
nic and cultural groups present. 
Records show the graves, which 
have been mysteriously unmarked 
for most of the 20th century date 
back to 1814. Most of the bodies are 
those of children. However, mem- 
bers of the aboriginal community 
argue that the Rossdale area has 
been a meeting place for 8,000 years 
and claim they have evidence that 
the area around the fort cemetery 
was also a burial ground with poten- 
tially hundreds of bodies placed 
there over the generations. They're 
demanding the right to do their own 
archeological study of the area and 
feel City Hall is pushing too hard to 
settle the issue in order to meet 
Epcor’s plans to expand its power 
plant anvhe win(e detiacnisy the 
Energy Utilities Board on Epcor's 
expansion is still pending).

management to divert development 
of a line to the south. 

But does the city’s decision to per- 
sist with the southbound route sim- 
ply reflect governmental stubborn- 
ness? 

Brice Stephenson doesn’t think so. 
The transportation manager for the 
City of Edmonton’s says that the 
south route has the highest demand. 
Moreover, he says, in developing the 
city’s transportation master plan, 
“we took a look at which LRT exten- 
sions or high-speed transit would 
make the most sense over the next 
few years. Based on expected devel- 
opment over the next 20 years, the 
route to the south came out as the 
highest priority.” In addition to high 
demand and projected growth, “we 
already have good transit ridership 
{in the south], so it’s not a risk to go 
there with LRT.” 

Once the LRT is extended, 
Stephenson believes that commuters 
will be drawn from the west and the 
southeast. “With the south line, were 
looking at it not just as buses trans- 
ferring to LRT. Park-and-ride is also 
going to be a very important part of 
that line.” 


Some have suggested that the city 
would be better served by enhanced 
bus service. 

Stephenson disagrees. “In some 
situations [high-speed buses] would 
work really well, in other situations 
it would be a bit of a problem. The 
ri ip forecasts we had were at 
the levels where [LRT] really made 
sense.

We meet her first victim, Randy 
(Matt Dillon), at a bingo hall where 
he has a rendezvous with a hideous- 
ly-coiffed hit man played by co-pro- 
ducer Michael Douglas. The con- 
tract killer listens to the haggard 
man recount the evening he rescued 
Jewe! from a heated altercation with 
her boyfriend as he was leaving his 
bartending job at McCool’s. 

After taking her back to his ram- 
shackle bachelor pad, they have pas- 
sionate sex (Jewel states the only 
thing she likes better than water is 
“fucking”). Things go downhill, 
however, when she moves in. Her 
quest for appliances and home fur- 
nishings results in a crime spree. 
The prettier the house starts to look, 
the worse off Randy is — eventually 
losing almost everything. 

She also seduces his cousin Carl 
(Paul Reiser), a repugnant lawyer 
with a fetish for bondage. She plays 
into his sexual fantasies, literally 
whipping him into submission, and 
using him against both her former 
boyfriend and the increasingly sus- 
picious police. 

To hedge her bets she starts a rela- 
tionship with the detective investi- 
gating the case. John Goodman is 
the tortured Catholic cop who falls 
prey to Jewel's good-girl persona. 
She sleeps her way out of trouble, 
getting rid of Carl in the process. 

The film uses the lovers to tell 
three different versions of the same 
story — alternating between the 
bartender talking to the hit-man, the 
lawyer consulting a psychothera- 
pist, and the detective confessing to 
his priest. Each of them are hope- 
lessly infatuated with their version 
of Jewel, who spends most of the 
story slinking around in highly sug- 
gestive outfits. 

The film is clever in the way that it 
simultaneously objectifies Liv Tyler 

for the male viewer's pleasure, 
while punishing the male characters 
in the movie for objectifying Jewel. 
Even though we're given a beer 
commercial presentation of her, the 
film tells us that it’s okay because it 



































is through the subjective eyes of the 
male characters. It makes the vari- 
ous fantasies, like Jewel soaping her- 
self up while washing a car, so obvi- 
ous that it draws attention to her as 
a constructed image: objectifying 
her and then parodying the objectifi- 
cation. 

Asa result, we are never given 
her viewpoint or much information 
about her motivation. The viewer 
isn’t supposed to identify with her, 
but look at her — hence the seem- 
ingly endless parade of bright, form- 
fitting dresses and fancy hairstyles. 

Visually, her vibrant presence is a 
highlight of the film and creates a 
sharp contrast between her and her 
drab surroundings. Her hilarious
